Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

a) seating arrangement including a cabinet; 

b) seating arrangement including a pull-up table; 

c) seating arrangement including a gate member; 

d) seating arrangement including articulating seats.
